(3) All correspondence relating to the corresponding 
application shall be transmitted solely through officially 
recognised adequately secure communication channels. All 

persons in the receiving country required to deal with the 
patent application there shall have been authorized to have 
access to such security classified information and be able 
to provide adequate physical security . 

(4) The applicant (s) shall make available to the receiving 
Government for defence purposes a copy of the application 
filed in that country. 

This permit applies only to matter disclosed in the United 
Kingdom application, and it does not authorise the making of an 
application under the European Patent Convention or the Patent 
Cooperation Treaty.

Kindly file the attached Declaration in replacement 
of the Declaration on file in the present application. The 
original Declaration was executed on October 18, 1982. The 
substitute Declaration was executed on April 18, 1983. 

The reason for the filing of the substitute Declaration 
is that the original Declaration only referred to one cognate 
UK application, namely number 8136055, filed November 30, 1981. 
Actually, the present application is cognate with two UK appli- 
cations, which are application numbers 8136055 and 8232892. The 
substitute Declaration also specifies the filings in West Germany 
Sweden, France and Italy (the latter two under the European 
Convention).
